REUNION OF CHURCHES. 


For the past forty years he had been listen 
ing to pious hopes being expressed for the re- 
union of the Churches, but he bad not yet 
seen any serious attempt to bring it about, 
He found among the thinking youth of 
different denominations great interest in the 
subject, but he found more—-he found restive- 
ness. He ventured to suggest that the 
ditferent Christian “Communities, particularly 
the laity. were much more prepared for reunion 
than their Church Courts gave them credit for. 
Difference in faith and doctrine were serious 
matters, but they could be largely composed 
when those in authority realised that they 
had the assurance of the people whom they 
represent: behind them. e did not know 
what the other denominations proposed doing, 
but he noticed that there was to be a Lam- 
beth Conference in 1937, when the subject of 
Christian unity would be discussed. Those 
of them who were restive now would have got 
over the traces ere then. Opposition would 
be encountered, but the great dy of 
Christian people was ashamed of the division, 
and were calling for re-union. 


DESERVING OF SUPPORT, 

The Irish section of the movement, which 
had just been set up in their city, called the 
“ Friends of Re-union,”’ and had for its ob- 
ject. the awakening of the ordinary members 
of the churches to the need of re-union, and 
the steps to be taken to bring it about, de- 
served their hearty support, although it 
seemed to him that its programme was ton 
academic, if one could take use of that word 
in this connection. 

Mr. David Mitchell seconded the motion, 
which was passed, 

The Dean of St. Patrick's Cathedral (the 
Very Rev. T. A. Harvey), who..was called 
upon to speak, said that it was all to the 
good that, under the aeqia of the Church. 
people should meet after their working hours 
for recreation, He thought that it was 
essential that the-Church should devote itself 
to the social objects of the Association and 
cater for the intellectual nourishment of its 
members. There were people animated by a 
desire to make money who were definitely 
catering to the least eleyated side of man’s 
nature. They were banking on the hypothesis 
that man’s lower nature was always pre- 
dominant. The Press was to a large degree 
sensational mongering; in music there was a 
glorification of noise and a reversion to 
barbaric rhythm, while in the cinema there 
was an appeal to sexuality. While that was 
so it was the duty of the Church to provide 
an antidote, He thought, however, that they 
were passing through a transitory phase. The 
world was distracted, and was not quite itself, 
but he had seen signs recently of a return to 
a better state of things. He could most 
warmly commend the  Association’s work, 
which, he was sure, was having an extra- 
ordinarily good effect on its members, and, 
through them, upon the while community.

THE THIRD GREAT PLAN. 


By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ELL, the “ Plan ” is in operation! It 
\W is too soon to ask you what you 
think of it. How could you have any 
thoughts on the subject that would be worth 
while’? It will take some days—perhaps 
weeks—-before things settle down again. 
Minor readjustments will be made here and 
there as errors are reported from the official 
checking station at Brussels. 7 
The “ Plan de Lucerne’’ ‘is not the first 
international effort to bring order to European 
broadcasting. Conferences held at Geneva 
(1926), Brussels (1929) and Prague, which 
took place in the same year, were all in their 
way attempts to allot’ wave-lengths which 
would prove satisfactory to the stations using 
them, as well as to the stations of neighbour- 
ing nations. Needless to say, the attempts 
were only partially successful. Things were 
pt gradually worse ; stations were increas- 
ing their power, and the game was really 
developing into one whereby the broadcaster 
with the loudest voice would obtain the largest 
audience! This game in practice could only 
be played up to a point. There would come a 
time when pandemonium would reign in the 
ether. 


“PLAN DE LUCERNE.” 


The “ Plan de Lucerne ' is an attempt to 
place European broadcasting on a more 
rational basis Nobody pretends that the plan 
will cure all ills, but the engineers who are its 
sponsors are hopeful that eventually reception 
will be greatly improved. 

Thirty-five member-countries of the Interna- 
tional Broadcasting Union met at Lucerne to 
reconcile their wave-length difficulties. After 
much deliberation a ‘Plan’ was evolved 
which satisfied twenty-seven of them. This 
“Plan” we are tow trying-out. The 
idea has been to allot adjoming ether

A motion “ That the National Recovery 
programme of President Roosevelt is fore- 
doomed to failure” was defeated at last 
night’s meeting of the Commerce Society of 
University College.

Speen in favour of the motion, the 
Auditor of the Society, Mr. R. N. Cooke, 
said that the National Industrial Recovery 
Act had introduced the famous ‘‘ Codes “ for 
the purpose of giving self-government to in- 
dustry. In his opinion, the basis of this 
measure was false, since it was compelling 
the Government to resort once again to a 
policy of borrowing money. 

Mr, B. Woods, opposing the motion, said 
that President Roosevelt had taken a step 
‘which would probably save the United States 
from ruin, and if he had the courage to 
sén it through to its logical conclusion 
would probably result in the final destruction 
o! the financial system as they knew it.

OLD TUNING SCALES. 


Many listeners will be bewildered when 
they ,try to tune in their favourite stations. 
Tuning scales on a large number of modern 
se receiver: bea tae names of the more 
impprtant station». These scales are now, of 
course, completely o isleading. Those readers, 
however, who posses a modern instrument 
can obtain a new scale calibrated to the cor- 
rect wave-lengths. The procedure to adopt is 
to inquire from the dealer who sold the set. 
All the principal manufacturers have ‘made 
arrangements to issue new dials where such 
are required. However, it should be remem- 
bered that in most cases every tuning scale 
marked with station names is also marked 
with wave-length figures, A glance, therefore.

As that Government has en- 
couraged native planting, it has now to de- 
mand a high quota for native production, and 
this remains one of the obstacles to any re- 
restriction scheme. Scepticism exists here as 
to the possibility of devising any workable 
scheme, and in some quarters it is held that 
a definite solution of the problem is still far 


off. 


London Gold for America. 


There have been pers.stent reports in 
London of late that much of the gold pur- 
chased in the open market by the usual “' un- 
disclosed quarters’’ has, in fact, been ob- 
tained by American interests. These rumours 
have received some confirmation from the 
recent official announcement that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation had purchased 
gold in foreign markets to the amount oí 
over $50,000,000—a figure considerably in 
excess of previous estimates of the extent of 
such purcnases. On Saturday £540,000 of 
gold was available in the Bullion market. 
The bulk of the amount on offer was under- 
stood to have been secured by Amer.can 
quarters, although the identity of the buyer 
was, as usual, not officially disclosed. 


Golden Hope Rubber. 


The directors of the Golden Hope Rubber 
Estate, Ltd., have agreed to acquire, as from 
January 1, 1934, an additional estate of 992 
acres situated in the Kuala Pilah district of 
Negri Sembilan (Federated Malay States). 
The purchase consideration is to be the allot- 
ment to the vendors of 27,000 fully-paid £1 
shares of the company. The new property, 
Bukit Pilah Estate, comprises 432 acres 
planted 1927, 360 acres planted 1929, and 200 
acres unplanted. None of the rubber has as 
yet been tapped.

The New Dollar. 


President Roosevelt, having kept the 
people of his own country and the bourses 
of the world on tenterhooks for many 
weeks, announced his plans for the dollar 
yesterday. In the first place, he intends 
to call in the last remnant—a large 
remnant—of American-owned gold in the 
United States. Already the Treasury has 
called in all the gold held by private 
individuals and corporations; a certain 
amount is still held by hoarders, but they 
are being prosecuted relentlessly, and are 
unlikely to escape much longer. Now the 
President proposes to add to this garnered 
sum the 3,600,000,000 dollars in gold 
which are retained by the Federa] Reserve 
Banks, and to pay for it with gold 
certificates. His Government has the right to 
take that gold without further notice ; but, 
in view of the magnitude of the transfer 
and its profound importance to the 
country, he has preferred to ask the 
approval of Congress. In the second place, 
the President proposes to reduce the gold 
content of the dollar to something between 
50 and 60 per cent. of its existing value. 
He does not wish to re-value it at once. 
“ Because of the world uncertainties,” he 
says, “‘ I do not think that it is desirable 
in the public interest that the exact value 
should be now fixed.” In the third place, 
he asks that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall have power to deal directly with 
foreign exchange; and a special fund will 
be created for this purpose. 

The Treasury, therefore, wiil be the sole 
repository of gold in the United States, 
and will gain all the profit that must be 
acquired from of the 
dollar. Such devaluation will have very 
important consequences withiz and with- 
out the United States. If the gold content 
of the dollar is reduced by 50 per cent., 
the supply of gold in the Federal Reserve 
Banks, which is worth 3,600,000,000 dollars 
at present, will become worth precisely 
twice that sum, and the Treasury will 
pocket the difference. The profit, of 
course, will be slightly less if the reduction 
is not so great; but, whether the new 
50 or 60 per 
cent. of the old dollar, the Government 
will pouch something between 3,400,000,000 
dollars and 4,000,600,000 dollars—between 
£680,000,000 and £800,000,000 at par.

The proposals were introduced 
into both Houses yesterday, together with 
a motion extending the life of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation until next 
February, which was approved. Congress 
realises by now that there is no retreat 
from the path on which President Roose- 
velt’s feet are set. He has committed his 
country to a colossal effort. With general 
support it has a chance of success; but, 
if it is allowed to fail, American distress 
must be multiplied appallingly. Much as 
Congress dislikes experiments with money, 
it is hardly likely at this point te desert.

Fashoda. 


The death of Colonel Jean Baptiste 
Marchand recalls an incident of thirty- 
five years ago which might have changed 
the history of the world. During the lst 
decade of the nineteenth century French 
and British interests in the African 
Continent were sharply opposed, and 
there was a keen rivalry for control of the 
head waters of the Nile. After the tragedy 
of Gordon’s death General Kitchener 
marched to Khartum, which he finally 
occupied, having won the Battle of | 
Omdurman. On the morrow of his victory 
he was informed that Major Marchand, 
a young officer of French Marines, had 
marched from the French Congo ; that he 
had established a French force at Fashoda, 
some 450 miles south of Khartum, and 
that his men had opened fire upon a Nile 
steamer. Kitchener promptly fitted out 
five gunboats, which he manned with a 
mixed force of Cameron Highlanders and 
Sudanese troops, and set out for Fashoda. 
When he arrived he was met by an 
emissary from Colonel Marchand, who in 
formed him that the French flag had been 
planted in Fashoda, On the following day 
Colonel Marchand himself came aboard 
Kitchener’s gunboat, and was informed

He 
realised that a war between Britain 
and France would be calamitous, in view 
of Germany’s arrogance. The Kaiser was 
in Jerusalem, strutting around with all 
the aggressiveness of an Aryan conqueror, 
and the Berlin Press was gloating over 
the prospect of an Anglo-French conflict. 
In these circumstances Colonel Marchand 
was ordered to evacuate Fashoda ; Kitchener 
was left, in undisputed possession of the 
Sudan, and war was averted almost by a 
hair’s breadth, From that moment 
onwards French and British policy alike 
were directed towards the same end, and 
the Entente Cordiale was concluded within 
a few years. 


Forestry for All. 


Scotland is making a whole-hearted 
attempt ta improve the condition of her 
woodlands. She, like Ireland and many 
other once thickly wooded countries, has 
seen her forests lamentably thinned in 
recent years. Unlike Ireland, however, she 
possesses a body which, while it is un- 
connected with the Government’s forestry 
department, has the preservation and im- 
provement of the woodlands as its object, 
and works hard on their behalf. This 
organisation—the Royal Scottish Fo.estry 
Society—realises that the people must be 
educated into a knowle. ve of the value of 
their forests, and to this end has set a new 
scheme on foot. It is trying to inaugurate 
evening classes on forestry in the rural 
areas, and has made a start already in 
Dumfriesshire. Classes are being held once 
a week in three centres of the county, and 
the full course will last for sixteen weeks. 
The primary intention is to rear up a 
generation of young, professional foresters ; 
but the Society is quite as eager to attract 
young people of every kind. Lectures will 
be given on everything pertaining to the 
tree—its life history, silviculture and the 
management of woodlands, forestry prac- 
tice, the valuation of timber, the felling 
and cutting up of trees, seasoning and 
preservation, forest engineering and survey- 
ing. Visits, moreover, will be arranged on 
Saturdays to nurseries and sawmills, in 
order to reinforce the lesson of the classes. 
Such a scheme, perhaps, could have no 
place in the Free State, whose forest areas 
are small and widely separate ; yet in those 
areas occasional classes might. be arranged 
with profit. Here in Ireland we know little 
or nothing of the importance of trees in 4 
national economy ; the popular instinct is 
to destroy trees rather than to encourage 
their growth. If the people could be taught 
to co-operate with .the Forestry Depart- 
ment, and not to handicap its efforts, the 
work of reafforestation would be easier and 
quicker, 


War Pensions. 


Within the past sixty years Britain has 
fought a score of wars, large and small, 
in nearly every part of the globe. The 
latest was the “ Great War,” when, 
during four years of ceaseless conflict, her 
soldiers fell in hundreds of thousands. 
Within the same period the United States 
was involved in four wars—the Spanish- 
American War of 1898, the Philippine 
Insurrection, the Boxer Rebellion and the 
final stage (some six months’ hard fight- 
ing) of the Great War. Nevertheless, the 
American bill for war pensions is bigger 
than the British bill. In the present 
year the United States Budget includes 
£46,999,265 for such pensions ; the British 
estimate for 1933-34 was £45,218,500. The 
explanation of this disparity seems to be 
twofold. In the first place, American war 
pensions are on a higher scale, and we 
may suspect a certain laxity in the 
granting of claims. Secondly, American 
war pensions seem to endow the 
pensioners with an astonishing length of 
years. We may say with complete cer- 
tainty that no dependent of a British 
soldier, killed at Waterloo, is on the 
Ministry of Pensions’ books. In the 
United States, however, seven pensions of 
fifty dollars a month date from the war of 
1812 against Great Britain. The fortunate 
super-centenarians are six widows and one 
daughter. Sixty-eight years have gone 
since the end of the Civil War, but 23,863 
pensions continue to be paid in respect of 
it. Already that family quarrel has 
muleted the United States in a pensions 
bill of £1,557,000,000. In the new Budget 
the total cost of American war pensions 
has increased by half a million pounds, 
although the number of pensioners has 


been reduced by 21,000.

OLD RACE-HORSES. 

TO THK EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Srr.— Will you kindly permit me to 
mention that we are not inclined to believe, 
after extensive inquiries, the reports pub- 
lished that old race-horses are exported to 
the Continent for use in the bull-rings? The 
imputation that worn-out race-horses are 
despatched abroad for the bull-rmg is, ol 
course, resented by some 360 owners 
and trainers that are members of the Racing 
Protection Branch of this organisation ; and, 
at their request, I was instructed to draw the 
attention of the Government, through the 
Prime Minister, to the statement that decrepit 
race-horses find their way imto the bull-rings 
in Spain and France. Reports also state that 
the poor animals are gored by infuriated bulls 
and sometimes have a lingering death. In 
view of the announcement that such shocking 
business takes place, which the Council at 
first und some members thought possible. 
they wrote to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 
Through one of his secretaries, the Council 
have received a reply, the gist of which is 
that “ there is no trade at the present time 
in decrepit or worn-out horses from Great 
Britain, such traffic being entirely prohibited 
by the Exportation of Horses Act, which 
renders it illegal to ship any horse to the 
Continent unless it has been thoroughly 
examined by a veterinary inspector of the 
Ministry of Agriculture immediately before 
shipment, and certified by him as fit to travel 
and also to work without suffering. The posi- 
tion at the moment is the same as hitherto 
fore, and no worn-out horse is permitted under 
any circumstances to be: shipped. With regard 
to the export of horses from this country to 
Spain, the facts are that durmg 1932 only 
one horse, an Arab mare, valued at £200, 
was exported to Spain, and during last year 
no horse was shipped from this country direct 
to Spain.’ 

In view of the above from the Govern. 
ment, the Counci! must take it that English 
race-horses do not, as reported, get into the 
bull-rings, despite the fact that British horses 
have, it is said, been seen in the French 
and Spanish rings. We must repudiate the 
reports unless direct evidence is forthcoming. 
| am to emphasise the fact again that no 
worthy race-horse owner would dream of 
allowing one of his animals to be exported to 
Spain or France for such a terrible trade.—

Guidance for Aircraft. 


A meeting will be held at Croydon Acro 
drome to-morrow, attended by representa 
tives of the British, French, Dutc!, 
German and Belgian firms operating at the 
aerodrome, to discuss whether or not the 
new ‘homing wireless beam ” shal! be 
adopted generally. The meeting will have 
before it a quantity of data obtained by 
the Royal Air Force in a series of exper!- 
ments.

PERMANENT STABILISATION 


In explaining his gold message to news- 
papermen to-day, President Roosevelt 
intimated that he hopes ultimately : for 
the permanent stabilisation of the dollar 
in relation to sterling and the franc. 

Meanwhile he will work towards a defi- 
nite permanent devaluation of the dollar. 

He declared that his objective in his 
monetary programme is to restore the 
purchasing power of the dollar to the level 
at which the average debts of the country 
were incurred, so that these debts may be 
paid off with a dollar of equal value to 
the one when the debts were incurred. 

The President stressed that his pro- 
gramme did not mean a resort to ' green- 
back’’ (paper) currency. He said that 
the object of acquiring the authority to buv 
Government securities out of the Stabilisa- 
tion Fund was simply to safeguard the 
price. of these securities from any ulterior 
depreciation move by private holders. 


£600,000,000 PROFIT. 


While he does not believe the other 
Governments are yet in a position to fix 
their currencies for international stabilisa- 
tion, he believes that the United States 
stabilisation move will hasten it. 

He estimated that the nominal Govern- 
ment profit in consequence of the reduc- 
tion of the gold content of the dollar 
would be between 3,400.000,000 dollars 
(£680,000,000 at par) and 4,000,000,000 
dollars (£840,000,000 at par). 

Despite the general approval there are 
some discordant notes in the harmony of 
Congress. The Democrat Senator Carter 
Glass (Virginia) states:—‘‘ Humani- 
tarians can find some excuse for a man 
who. steals when he has to, but what 
excuse is there when there's no need ?”’ 

Senator Hastings, a Republican, is even

NEW REGULATIONS. 


Mr. Morgenthau, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, subsequently announced that, 
beginning from to-morrow, the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank will purchase all 
newly-mined domestic gold instead of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. Mr. 
Morgenthau will then purchase from the 
bank the equivalent amounts in gold coin. 

The New York Federal Reserve Bank 
will pay for the gold at the rate of 54.45 
dollars per fine ounce, less handling 
charges, “ until further notice.”’ 

Mr. Morgenthau said that the Govern- 


ment still planned to borrow 10,000,000,000 


dollars, but he explained that the profits 
from devaluation could be employed to 
meet Government expenses. - 

He also stated that the gold certificates 
to be issued to the Federal Reserve Bank 
in exchange for’ gold holdings would be 
of a new type, which the Government 
would guarantee to keep above par in 
dollars. 

He was unable to say whether the new 
currency would be issued on the addi- 
tional profits from devaluation. _ 

Mr. Morgenthau added that '' the two- 
billion-dollar Equalisation Fund may 
never be used Its existence may prove 
sufficient.”’

THIRD PRESIDENT IN FIVE 
MONTHS. ;

HAVANA, Monday. 

For the third time since the overthrow 
of the dictatorship of General Machado 
last August, Cuba has a new President. 
Dr. Grau San Martin, who has ruled the 
country since last September, resigned this 
morning, following the disturbances caused 
by the strike of the Cuban Electric Com- 
pany s workers, which has paralysed the 
district. This afternoon Sefior Carlos 
Hevia, Minister for Agriculture, was 
appointed in his stead. Seiior Hevia, who 
is only 33, is stated to be the youngest 
President Cuba has ever had. 

At first Sefior Hevia refused the post, 
in consequence of a movement in favour of

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
| POLICY. 


The Times, in a leading article on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s decisive step in the develop- 
ment of his monetary policy, remarks :— 
There is nothing in yesterday 's message to 
Congress which need surprise anyone who 
has followed the successive moves made by 
the President and his own pronouncements 
upon them. What confusion there has 
been with regard to his monetary inten. 
tions has been caused mainly by the re- 
current rumours that he was on the point 
of returning to the regular gold standard 
with a good value to the dollar which, il 
well below the old parity, would, at anv 
rate, be permanently fixed. and for these 
rumours it was hard to discover any 
warrant in anything he himself had sail 
or done. Nor is it any more surprising 
that he should have chosen this momen: 
to bring in his. proposals, 

The dominating factor in the financia: 
situation in America is the heavy pro 
gramme of Government borrowing during 
the next tew months. Mr. Roosevelt, in 
his Budget message, anndunced his inten 
tion of raising 6,000 million dollars for 
public works, which, together with the 
4,000 million required to meet obligations 
about to mature, make up the huge total 
of 10,000 million dollars. It is essential, 
both for political and financial reasons, 
that these loans when issued should be 
promptly absorbed by the market. By 
making a move in the direction of 
stabilisation, the President is doing 
something to lessen the uncertainty 
which prevailed with regard to the 
future’ of the dollar, and checked 
any revival of confidence on the part of 
both lenders and borrowers. In spite of 
the wide margin between the upper and 
lower limits which he sets for the impend 
ing revaluation, and in spite of his intima- 
tion that this revaluation may not be 
final, his proposals are likely to be wel- 
comed as, at any rate, setting some bounds 
to possible fluctuations. 

The international effect of the Presi- 
dent’s latest step will depend upon the 
extent to which the further depreciation 
it indicates in the gold value of the dollar 
is made effective in the exchanges with 
sterling and with the gold currencies. 
The price of gold was fixed yesterday in 
the United States at 34 dollars 45 cents— 
sixty per cent. of the statutory price. 
This, at the present gold value of the 
pound, would put the exchange rate at 
5 dollars 30 cents, with a corresponding 
price for the franc, and could hardly fail 
to bring about undesirable repercussions. 
But it must be remembered that the 
nominal price of gold in America has stood 
at a high dollar price for some time with- 
out depreciating the exchange value of the 
dollar in other currencies to anything 
like a corresponding extent. Much will 
depend on the use to be made of the pro-

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EARTHQUAKE. 


EUROPEANS 
AMONG THE 
VICTIMS. 
WORST SHOCK FOR 
38 YEARS. 


MANY HOUSES WRECKED,

CALCUTTA, Monday. 


I HERE minor shocks this morhing in 

Assam ushered in an nye 
which affected thousands of square miles in 
the northern half of India between 2.10 and 
2.30 this afternoon, and is the most severe 


that has shaken India since 1897. 


The area covered stretches from Gujerat 
in the west to East Bengal, and from the 
Madras Presidency in the south to the 
Himalayas and Punjab. Sa 

Communications in certain areas have 
been broken down and disturbed, so that 


trustworthy estimates of casualties are not 
yet available. Reports so far show that 25 
have been killed and at least 200 injhrod, 


but it is thought that these figures wil 


be greatly exceeded when the full havoc 
becomes known. 


The towns which have suffered the 


greatest damage are those along the Ganges 


Valley, such as Benares, Lucknow, Fateh- 


pur, Jamalpur and Patna. 


STATION COLLAPSES. 
The railway station at Jamalpur (Bihar) 


collapsed on an incoming goods train. 
Several women and children, including 
Mrs. G. W. Brown, who is the wife of the 
European works manager of the railway, 
and the wife of the India District Medical 
Officer, were killed in their houses. Mrs. 
Brown’s children were killed with her. 


At Patna eight persons were killed, and 


at Gaya (Bihar) nine. Many buildings. 
were wrecked in both places. 


At Benares a very severe shock was felt, 


two persons being killed in the collapse of 
houses, and another being crushed to death 
in a panic among a crowd of operatives 
emerging from a mill. 


Damage in Cawnpore was particularly 


heavy. Three hundred houses are reported 
to have collapsed, and 7,000 houses were 
cracked as the result of a five-minute 
shock. - 


Dehra Dun experienced a strong shock of 
three minutes’ duration. Surat experienced 


a shock lasting twenty seconds. In Luck- 
now the shock lasted over a minute. A 
small portion of the roof of the principal 
mosque.came down. In Jubbulpore the 
shock continued for five minutes, but there 
was no serious damage. 


The Viceroy and Lady Willingdon had 
just got out of their car at the Howrah 
railway station in Calcutta when the shock 
occurred. They were, however, able to 
proceed on their journey to Benares with- 
out delay. 


BRICKLAYER’S ESCAPE. 

A great panic occurred among the 
workers in the city offices, who rushed into 
the streets for safety. The building of the 
Electric Corporation was slightly cra ked 
all around the minaret, and the High 
Court building was damaged. 

Both steeples of the Roman Catholic 


‘Church, which is in a crowded part of the 


city, were damaged, and another church, 
the Government Secretariat, the Dead 
Letter Office, the Imperial Bank, and the 
General Post Office were also slightly 
damaged. 

At Lahore a labourer, while ascending a 
scaffolding with a basket of bricks, was 
thrown off, but fell into a water tub below, 
escaping serious injuries, 

Reports from Darjeeling state that 
Government House and a Kuropean-owned 


department store were damaged, and many 


houses collapsed. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Darjeeling has been badly dis- 


organised, and the Bengal Government has 
sent an official to Darjeeling to ascertain 


the extent of the general damage. 

A slight, but abnormally long, earth- 
quake was felt in New Delhi, causing 
numerous cracks to appear on various 
buildings, including the Secretariat.

ON GOVERNMENT. 


at Collins Barracks, Arbour Hill, 
Dublin, Matthew Dwyer, Rock Lodge, 
Coachiord, County Cork, was charged on 
three counts with (1) on the 14th December, 
1933, in the city of Cork, being in possession 
of a document relating to and emanating 
from, or appearing to emanate from, an 
unlawful association, contrary to Section 91 
of Article 2A of the Constitution; (2) being 
a member of an unlawful association on 
December 14, 1933, in Cork City, contrary 
to Section 20 of Article 2A of the Constitu- 
tion—namely, the Young Ireland Associa- 
tion (also known as the Blue Shirts); (3) 
being a. member of an unlawful association 
contrary to Section 2Ú of Article 2A of the 
Constitution, in that on-the 22nd August 
and.the 15th December, 1933, he was a mem- 
ber of the National Guard (also or formerly 
nown as the Army Comrades’ Association). 
Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. P. 
. MckEnery (instructed by Mr. John 8S. O’Con- 
ior) appeared for the Attorney-General ; 
and Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., with Mr. P 
Nugent (instructed by Mr. P. F. O’Reilly, 
solicitor) appeared for the accused man, who 
pleaded “ not guilty ' to all the charges. 
Mr. Geoghegan said the offences with 
which the accuúsed man was charged were 
not novel in tlt ¢éuft room. The statute 
regarded the offence of membership of an 
unlawful association as so grave that serious 
punishments, such as the loss of position or 
salarv, were attached to it. There had been 
exlibitions of treating lightly that matter of 
membership of unlawful associations. Yet 
such membership.was regarded as criminal 
by the law, There were twenty-four docu- 
ments in that case, and some seventeen or 
eighteen of them had been read frequently 
in that Court. :

Young Ireland Association had existed for 
some months and had appeared under 
different names, but it was one and the same 
association. The documents in this case in- 
cluded eight membership cards of the Young 
Jreland Association, showing that the ac- 
cused man was not merely a member, but 
was actively engaged in ‘recruiting for it. 
The Association constituted a political group 
which, in order to secure the success of ‘its 
programme, was not content with the written’ 
or spoken word, or with meetings, but had 
recourse to the wearing of uniforms. to 
saiutes and to drilling. Those were methods 
foreign to political activity as it had hitherto 
existed. It might be a suggestion that 
organisation or activity of that sort was 
necessary for the protection of citizens or 
for the maintenance of order. The atti- 
tude of the Attorney-General was 
the attitude which, he thought, the 
statute would compel anyone to take— 
namely, that the State alone had the right to 
possess forces for the protection of citizens 
and for the maintenance of order. Such as- 
sociations could result only in turmoil and 
strife. While the normal citizen was pre. 
pared to accept discipline that. was unposed 
by the State, he was not prepared to accept 
it when imposed by some authority other 
than the pohce and military. They were 
bound to have a clash as a result of these 
associations, with their drilling, their salutes 
and their uniforms. It would be only a short 
time until the conflict between those 
different factions would lead to conflict with 
the forces of the State. 

Detective Officer Cornelius O'Leary, Union 
Quay Barracks, Cork, said that on December 
14th he had the U.1.P. headquarters, in Pat- 
rick street, under observation. About 9.30 
p.m. he was with Detective Officers Brophy 
and Craig, and he saw the accused map 
coming out of the headquarters, and found on 
him a document (produced), headed “ Young 
Ireland Association,” This document was to 
the effect that headquarters wanted a report 
of the strength of the companies in his dis- 
trict.

Mr. Geoghegan said that concluded the 
oral evidence, and he wished to produce 
documentary evidence which, while not found 
on the accused man, would prove the con- 
tinuity of the organisation which was known 
by various names. :

Asked when he ceased to be a member of 
the I.R.A., witness said he thought it was 
after the first election Fianna Fail won.

He got one from 
his parish priest, and others. He did not get 
any from deputies. He did not inform those 
whom he asked for references of his previous 
activity in illegal organisations.

Mr. Rice—Did the people who gave you 
the appointment know that? 

Witness said he thought they did. 

At this point Mr. Geoghegan intervened 
and said Mr.. Rice could only cross-examine 
on these points if he was Impugning the 
credit of the witness. He had not asked wit- 
ness any questions which showed that he 
doubted the veracity of his evidence. 

Mr. Rice—It is an elementary principle of 
law that T am entitled to disclose the char- 
acter of a man like this. who, on his own ad- 
mission, was a law-breaker, and who admitted 
that he believed that the persons who put 
him in his present position were aware of the 
fact that he was a man of bad character. 

Witness said he wished to tell the Court 
that he was charged before a judge and jury 
wi a being a member of the Fianna and found 
not guilty. 

Mr. Rice—That was the time juries were 
being threatened. He asked witness if he 
had issued any threats to the jury in that 
case, 

Witness said he did not. 

Mr. Rice asked if he had given evidence in 
the case. 

Witness said that he did, and that he told 
the jury that he was an officer of the Fianna.

murdering them. They knew that two mem- 
bers oí the political organisation opposed 
to the Government had been murdered within 
the past few weeks. What had been done to 
bring the murderers to justice? An attempt 
was mete to murder the leader of the present 
opposition.. It was done under the eyes of 
the servants of the Government, What had 
been done to bring those people to justice? 
And yet they had the Government coming 
there and talking unctuously about people 
who were trying to advance their cause by 
political means. It would nausate the 
people of any country to listen to that kind 
of talk. All the opponents of the Govern- 
ment asked for was that they should not be 
interfered with so long as they kept within 
the law. The accused man had belonged to 
the Young Ireland Association. He believed 
in its ideals, and he believed in them still. 
That organisation was proclaimed under the 
arbitary powers of the Government. Mr. 
Geoghegan had told them that they were 
hound to accept the Government’s statement 
that the organisation was unlawful, as con- 
clusive evidence that it was so. That was so. 
If not, he would be prepared to put before 
them evidence that would satisfy them. that 
there was no foundation m morality or justice 
or law for the proclamation of the Young 
Ireland Association. He was precluded from 
advancing that evidence, or from proving that 
the Legislature which passed that section 
never contemplated that such an immoral and 
grossly unjust use would be made of the 
powers it coMferred. The accused man, in 
joining this association, believed that he was 
acting in a perfectly legal manner. When it 
was proclaimed, although he might think the 
proclamation was immoral and unjust, he, as 
a law-abiding citizen, was prepared to abide 
by the law, 


ARRESTED SAME DAY. 


The association was dissolved on the morn- 
ing of December 14th. The accused man was 
arrested on the evening of December 14th, 
and at the time he was arrested the Young 
Ireland Association had ceased to exist. He 
submitted that, as it was impossible to 
belong to a non-existing organisation, the 
accused man was entitled to a direction on the 
charge of belonging to an organisation that 
had ceased to exist at the time he was 
charged. He submitted that the same applied 
to the other charges of being in possession 
of documents emanating from an unlawful 
association, and that his client was entitled 
to an acquittal. : 

Counsel went on to refer to the traditional 
usage in connection with the Act since it was 
passed. He said that when it was first put 
into operation President Cosgrave, who was 
never ashamed to put his name over any state- 
ment issued by him to the people of this 
country, and who never hid himself behind 
a working journalist and let the journalist go 
to jail for him, stated in the Senate that a 
period of grace would be allowed to members 
of the proclaimed organisations to leave, and 
if they did so no punitive action would be 
taken against them.

The detectives accosted witness 
in Patrick street, asked him what was going 
en at the lecture, and asked him if he was a 
member of the United Ireland Party. 
Witness said he was not, as that 
organisation had ccased to exist. Witness 
was then searched and a document which was 
found on him was taken. The document was 
headed: “ Young Ireland Association.” The 
detectives pulled witness down a side street 
and, roughly pulling his coat, further 
questioned him. 

In reply to Mr. Geoghegan, witness said 
that he was aware that the Executive Council 
declared the Young Ireland Association to be 
an unlawful association, as he had read an 
announcement in a newspaper. Witness said 
that a document (produced) was similar to one

Witness admitted that he was branch 
secretary of the National Guard hefore that 
organisation was dissolved. He did not know 
whether the officers of the Young Ireland 
Association were the same as those in the 
National Guard. 

The National Guard when in existence in 
County Cork met in the village hall, and the 
Young Ireland Association met about a mile 
from the village. Witness did not know the 
meaning of the special roll mentioned in the 
document, nor did he know whether the 
persons named therein would continue to act, 
but not under the name of the Young Ireland 
Association, Witness received the eight 
membership cards of the U.I.P., which were 
found on him when searched, from the 
members of the Coachford Branch of the 
D.I.P. They were not for the purpose of 


membership card was handed to him. 

Mr. Geoghegan—On the date on which you

I made the statement on the assumption 
that the same questions would be put to me 
by the counsel for the defence as were put in 
the Dennrigan case. 

President—The position is: somewhat dif- 
ferent. Several days have elapsed in this 
case. 

Mr. Rice—I regret that Mr. Gallagher 
should have seen fit to make the su gestiop 
that he was being called by people who were 
his political Speman. I know nothing about 
his polities. am aware that in the very 
honourable profession to which he belongs 
journalists in every office hold very different 
views from the views held by the proprietors 
of the newspaper for which. they work, | 
know nothing about Mr. Gallagher's views on 
politics. I am responsible here as counsel for 
the defence, and the only interest I have is 
the interest of my client. 1 submit that Mr. 
Gallagher’s evidence is material in connection 
with the application which I made to you for 
a direction in favour of the accused man, and 
as being material to show that the accused 
man believed the statement published in the 
/rish Press that a certain time would be given 
to members of the Association to leave it, 
because he helieved it was the Government 
organ. 1 submit that it is highly material 
from that point of view. And, therefore, 1 
propose to ask Mr. Gallagher some questions 
with reference to the publication of that 
statement. 

Mr. Rice proceeded to examine Mr. Gal- 
lagher. 

How long have you been editor of the Jrish

WITNESS’S EXPLANATION. 


Mr. Gallagher—In the case you mention 
justice demanded that information given to 
me, not in confidence, but given to me by a 
representative in public life, with full 
authority to use his: name, should be 
published. .I used that information.

SIR D. MACALISTER. 

Sir Donald MacAlister, the famous doctor, 
died at his home in C: ‘vidge yesterday 
after a long illness. He was aged 79. Few 
men of his time had such yaried and dis- 
tinguished attainments. Few had been 
honoured by so many British and foreign 
learned societies, 

For twenty-seven years he was resident 
of the General Medical Council, and for 
twenty-two years of that period he was also 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of Glasgow 
University. He only relinquished the Presi- 
dency in 1931 for health reasons. 

Born at Perth on May 17th, 1854, Sir 
Donald came of a Scottish family which for 
centuries had been hereditary Keepers of 
Tarbert Castle, an ancient stronghold built 
by an early Scots king. His education began 
at Aberdeen, and was continued at Liverpool, 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital and Leipzig. | 

In 1876 he obtained the first of his many 
academi¢ distinctions, when he was Herschel 
Prizeman, and in the following year he was 
Senior Wrangler and First Smith’s Prize- 
man, 

Sir Donald’s first post was mathematical 
master at Harrow. After spending a year or 
two there, he became Lecturer in. Natural 
Philosophy at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 
In later years he was a Fellow of St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, and Senior Tutor and 
Lineacre Lecturer of Physic. 

Sir Donald had a passion for languages. 
Learning them was one of his happiest recrea- 
tions, An authority on Romany, he was 
made President.of the ta Lore Society in 
1915. His brilliance as a linguist was once 
shown at a Glasgow dinner, where he repiied 
to a toast in seven languages, including 
Japanese and a dialect of Chinese. He was 
also a poet of no mean order, and he trans- 
lated much verse. 

Sir Donald was Vice-President of the 
Association in 1928. Many royal 
commissions and standing committees had 
the benefit of his experience as chairman, 
among them the Commissioners of Queen's 
University, Beltast. 


LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER 
CAREY. 


Lieatenant-Commander John Henry 
Florence Carey, who died at hig residence, 
“ Winona,’ Balbriggan, on Sunday, aged 56 
years, was a retired officer of the Royal 
Navy, and saw many years’ service in Ching 
and Australia. A native of ‘Dublin, hé was 
a son of the late Henry Goff Carey, and 
came to live in Balbriggan eight years ago 
with his wife, Mrs. Frances 5. Carey, 
who survives him. He had been in failing 
health for some years past, but was always 
of a patient, gentle and “cserved disposition, 
avd was highly respected by everyone in the 
district. A Service will be held at St. 
George’s Church, Balbriggan, to-morrow, and 
the funeral will take place the same day to 
Mout Jerome.

fine oc by jail, to distribute such 
literature. ” 

Mr. Mooney said that there was a lot of 
literature—if 1t could be designated as such— 
sent out by a man in New York, to residents 
of Leitrim in view of the Congress.. Thuis 
man; who had sent out literature and agenda 
for the Congress, addressed an _ indignant 
letter to the Board when they condemned, 
some time ago, an attempt at Communist 
propaganda in this county. These pamphlets 
had been ‘posted to people throughout the 
country from New York, and in certain towns 
in Leitrim there were distribifting stations. 
This Communistic menace seemed to be much 
greater than was anticipated, and it should

WHY HOUSE COLLAPSED, 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


KILKENNY, Monday. 

“That the cause of death was shock and 
injuries, according to the medical evidence, 
due to the collapse of a disused house,” was 
the verdit at a Coroner’s inquest held to-day 
by Mr. John D. Fitzgerald, solicitor and 
Coroner, concerning the victims of Saturday 
evening’s tragedy, when two boys, 
Christopher and James Canavan (brothers), 
aged 12 and 10 vears respectively, sons of a 
labourer, were killed by the po Se of an 
unoccupied house in Poynty lane. Two of 
the uninjured playmates of the dead children 
were the principal witnesses. One of them, 
John Lappin, aged 14 years, stated that he, 
with the other children; was playing inside 
the house, when one of them remarked that 
a cross-wall was cracking. They all went 
out and stood at a wall opposite the house 
and waited to see what would happen. After 
a while the roof crashed in, and the front 
wall of the house fell out into the lane. i 

Replying to the Coroner, the witness stated 
that none of them interfered with the timber 
or any other part of the house, 

Michael Lee, who recently occupied the 
house, stated that when he left the house 
the windows, doors, etc., were intact, but the 
outer wall was inclined to sag, and was out 
of plumb. 

James Morrissey, Upper Patrick street, son 
of the owner of the house, stated that on 
Thursday evening he inspected the house in 
consequence of a report that it had been 
wrecked. There: was nothing left between 
the floor and the slates. Partitions had been 
knocked down, and the upstairs floor, stairs, 
and joists removed. 

The Coroner said that somebody was 
responsible for tearing down the timber and 
rendering the house in such a condition as 
made its collapse inevitable.

VIEWS ON SOCIALISM. 
DEBATE IN DUBLIN. 


‘Socialism is necessary in our time ” was 
the subject of a debate last night at Wynn’s 
Hotel, Dublin, between the Mrs. Pearse 
Cumann of Fianna Fail and the Wolfe Tone 
Cumann of Trinity College, Dublin. 7 

Mr. Noel Harnett, Wolfe Tone Cumann, 
who opened for the affirmative, said that in 
this country they spoke of Socialism with 
bated breath, as if it were something un- 
holy, but they had come to a new era when 
they must. proceed to think: secially and 
economically, Socialism, tney were told by 
iis opponents, would’ bring them into the 
position of slaves. Uf it did, it would not 
be worse than the condition of slavery to 
which capitalism had now brought them. 
There was an unique opportunity . for 
Socialism in Ireland, because they had not 
got the incubus of a native capitalistic 
system, 

Mr. B. Butler, M.A., who opened on behalf 
of the negative, said that the last speaker 
had simply given them a _ definition of. 
Uatholicism, aud so sought to get away with 
the whole bag of tricks. They must accept 
it that Communism was merely extreme 


Socialism. What was wahted in the world 
to-day was an international moral court of 
appeal, such as existed before the Reforma- 
tion. 

Mr. Nicholls (affirmative) said that there 
was no defence to. be made for Capitalism. 
It had absolutely broken down, Ireland, 
before she became the cockpit of the British 
Empire, was essentially and absolutely a 
Socialistic community, and he hoped she 
would be again. 

Mrs. Kavanagh (negative) said that if 
Socialism only went the same way as 
Catholicism it was all right, but if it went as 
far as it had gone in Russia it was wrong. 

Mr. Ryan (affirmative) said that it was 
capitalistic influences that had blocked the 
way of the Government’s last National Loan. 

Mr. Hogan (negative) said that the other 
side had hardly touched the question they 
proposed: '' That Socialism was necessary in 
our time.” He suggested that the Govern- 
ment should set up an Economic Research 
Bureau, which should endeavour to devise a 
social economy to meet the needs of the 
present and the future. Expropriation was un- 
just. Socialism would wipe out Christianity 
and the Ten Commandments. 

The motion was carried by 18 votes to 11.

HOME ASSISTANCE PROBLEM. 

The provision of a cottage hospital for the 
Balrotherv rural area was discussed at the 
meeting of the Balrothery Board of Assistance 
vesterday, Mr. H. M. Dardis, Chairman, pre- 
siding. 

Mr. Fogarty said that he was aware that 
beds were not always available in the Dublin 
\ospitals for the sick poor of Balrothervy. 
There was a necessity for a district hospital 
in Balrotherv, and they should apply to the 
Hospitals’ Trust for a grant towards its 
erection. Already the Board had adopted a 
motion in his name to establish such. a hospi- 
tal, aud the engineer had heen asked to pre- 
pare plans. 

The Chairman said that it was a big under- 
taking, but the sick poor of the area would 
not go into the Dublin Union Hospital. 

The engineer was requested to report on 
the matter to the next meeting. 

During the consideration of applications for 
home assistance from people in Balbriggan, 
the views of Mr. P. Curran, Home Assistance 
Officer, were asked in one case, and the 
official said that it was very difficult some- 
times to know who were really deserving of 
relief.
